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Court ruling hits 
housing scheme 


LEADERS of Newmark¬ 
et’s horseracing ind¬ 
ustry are celebrating a 
court ruling which has 
dealt a blow to plans 
for 1,200 new homes. 

But Lord Derby, who is 
proposing the develop¬ 
ment on his Hatchfield 
Farm, has not responded 
to calls to drop the 
scheme. 

Mr Justice Collins ruled at the 
High Court last Friday that 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
core strategy for developments 
in the next 20 years is legally 
flawed. 

The judge said the council 
had failed to comply with an EU 
planning directive which meant 
that the consultation over the 
strategy did not give people all 
the information they needed. 

Edmond Mahony, chairman 
of Tattersalls, the racehorse 
auctioneers, said: “The High 
Court decision does not reflect 
well on the Forest Heath 
District Council officers, who 
prepared such an inadequate 
core strategy. 

“In light of the judgement we 
would now call upon Lord 
Derby to withdraw his Hat¬ 
chfield Farm planning applic¬ 
ation immediately and to 
abandon any plans for develop¬ 
ment on the site.” 

But Lord Derby said: “Though 
the claim against the council 
succeeded in part, this ruling is 
only on the council’s admin¬ 
istrative procedures in pro¬ 
ducing the core strategy. 

“The judge has made no 
comments on the planning 
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merits of Hatchfield Farm 
while, crucially, he rejected the 
claimants’ application to 
remove the overall housing 
figures for the district - 10,100 
by 2031.” 

A spokesman for the district 
council said: “The council is 
understandably disappointed 
with the ruling, as the core 
strategy of Forest Heath District 
Council’s Local Development 
Framework represents five 
years of hard work and con¬ 
sultation. 

“However, we welcome the 
clarity given by the judgement 
and that, in relation to ground 2 
of the claim on potential 
prejudice to the community, the 
judge did not find any pro¬ 
cedural defect.” 

Rachel Hood, leader of the 
Save Historic Newmarket action 
group and wife of leading 
trainer John Gosden, said: “We 
are thrilled to have to have won 
this vital battle in our ongoing 
fight to stop Forest Heath 
District Council and Lord Derby 
from building 1,200 houses and 
commercial units on a 
greenfield site so close to the 
heart of Newmarket and the UK 
racing industry. 

“This must make them listen, 
finally, to the wishes of the 
people of Newmarket who say 
no to this horrendous urban¬ 
isation. 

“The next hurdle is Lord 
Derby’s appeal in July and we 
fully intend to win that, too.”

That is why the filly was given 
her name - Feelthedifference.” 

Mr Cecil said: “I am very 


pleased to be training Feel¬ 
thedifference for the Pink Rose 
syndicate. 

“I hope that we can help her 
raise awareness for a very 
worthy cause. 

“It would also be nice to 
think that she may be able to 
earn some money to assist the 
valuable work that the charity 
does.”

Newspaper stalwart signs off from duty 


THIS week’s edition of the 
Weekly News will be the last 
produced by long-serving 
district reporter John Goode. 

He takes early retirement 
today after 36 years and 9 
months with Cambridge 
Newspapers - and around 30 
years based in Newmarket. 

A “surprise” farewell 
party was held by colleagues 
and local contacts at the 
town’s Rutland Arms Hotel 


and members of the town 
council also presented him 
with retirement gifts at their 
monthly meeting on Monday. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, the 
mayor, spoke of the valuable 
service provided by local 
newspapers and praised Mr 
Goode’s fair and balanced 
coverage of local issues. 

Some of the big stories 
covered by John include the 
1987 crash in Bury Road by 


an American F-111 jet and 
the jailing of top jockey 
Lester Piggott for £3 million 
tax evasion in the same year. 
He was also involved in 
covering the 2000 plane 
crash from which jockeys 
Frankie Dettori and Ray 
Cochrane escaped, although 
the pilot was killed. 

Mr Goode, 62, said: “It 
has been a pleasure, most of 
the time, being at the centre 


of the news and meeting 
people from all walks of life. 

“But I feel it is the right 
time to move on. I would like 
to express my thanks to 
everyone I’ve worked with 
and met in the course of my 
work in Newmarket.” 

Weekly News editor 
Daniel Newell praised John 
for his dedication and 
professionalism over his long 
and impressive career. 


“John is that rare thing 
often missing from today’s 
media industry - a 
passionate journalist 
dedicated to bringing his 
readers only the very best, 
week in week out. 

“He will be sorely missed, 
and a tough act to follow.” 

Mr Goode and his wife 
Valerie have moved to 
Martlesham Heath, near 
Ipswich. 


A COUNTY councillor has 
accused newspapers of a 
“vendetta” against Andrea 
Hill, the £218,000-a-year 
chief executive of Suffolk 
County Council. 

Cllr Bill Sadler, who rep¬ 
resents Newmarket and 
Exning on Suffolk County 
Council, spoke out about 
the controversy at a meet¬ 
ing of Newmarket Town 
Council. 

He was commenting on 
newspaper reports which 
revealed that Mrs Hill had 
spent £14,000 on a “life 
coach” for herself and 
other council staff and 
£1,400 on photographs of 
her as well as councillors 
and other senior staff. 

Cllr Sadler, a former 
chair-man of the county 
council and a member of 
the controlling Conser¬ 
vative group, said the 
“vendetta” had been 
started by a newspaper in 
Ipswich. 

He claimed the news¬ 
paper had “fed” inform¬ 
ation to national media 
organisations. 

“It’s a good knocking 
story so it’s been picked up 
by the local papers,” he 
said. 

There was controversy 
when Mrs Hill, who prev¬ 
iously worked at Cam¬ 
bridge City Council and 


Bedfordshire County 
Council, was appointed to 
head Suffolk County 
Council in 2008, when 
councillors agreed to pay 
her £70,000 more than the 
man she replaced. Her 
salary is more than that 
paid to Prime Minister 
David Cameron. 

But Cllr Sadler said: “She 
is good. She earns her 
money. She has saved £43 
million in her first year and 
has introduced the ‘new 
strategic direction’.” 

The new strategic direct¬ 
ion for the council includes 
“divesting” itself of some 
functions which it hopes to 
pass on to community 
groups and charity organ¬ 
isations. 

The GMB union revealed 
that more than 550 jobs 
were cut at the county 
council between the first 
and third quarters of 2010. 

But Cllr Sadler said: "She 
was appointed to do a 
particular job. 

“I’ve been in local 
government on and off 
since 1966 and I’ve never 
met anyone as efficient as 
she is. She doesn’t deserve 
the opprobrium she’s 
getting.”

Council 'disgust’ 
at bus cutbacks 


TOWN councillors are 
supporting a protest 
over the withdrawal of 
Sunday and evening bus 
services between Cam¬ 
bridge and Newmarket. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council have agreed to 
write to Cambridgeshire 
County Council and bus 
operator Stagecoach to 
express their “disgust” at the 
cuts affecting the 12A and XI2 
routes. 

The cuts, which take effect 
this weekend, follow the 
withdrawal of county council 
bus subsidies. 

The town council is asking 
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representatives from the 
county council and the bus 
company to attend a meeting 
to discuss the issue. 

Elaine Roman, of Edinburgh 
Road, Newmarket, told a town 
council meeting this week that 
her daughter and other people 
who work in Cambridge shops 
would be hit by the with¬ 
drawal of the services. 

“The morning and after¬ 
noon buses on Sundays are 
full,” she said. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: 
“People will feel completely 
isolated by these changes.

“We should make the 
strongest possible protest to 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council and Stagecoach.” 

He said the evening service 
withdrawals would make it 


difficult for people working 
late in Cambridge, as well as 
people from Newmarket 
wanting to visit Cambridge in 
the evening. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert said: 
“This will be another blot for 
Newmarket. 

“We’re taking so much grief 
in Newmarket with the closure 
of the waste site and other 
issues. Now the bus company 
is having a go at us.” 

Stagecoach has blamed the 
cuts on the county council for 
cutting the subsidies.

Wartime legend tops the bill at airfield open day 


A REPLICA of a Second 
World War fighter plane 
will go on display on the 
site of an airfield it flew 
from. 

The Bottisham Air¬ 
field Museum Group 
has commissioned a 
full-size glassfibre 
replica of the fuselage of 


an American P-51 
Mustang. It is due to go 
on display at the 
museum in Tunbridge 
Lane, Bottisham, on 
Sunday, April 10. 

Mustangs flew from 
Bottisham with the RAF 
and US Army Air Force 
during the war and 


played an important 
part in supporting the 
D-Day landings. 

It will be the first time 
in 67 years that a 
Mustang has been seen 
on part of what was 
once the airfield. 

The museum group 
was formed 18 months 


ago and has created a 
small museum in the 
village. It is currently 
seeking heritage lottery 
funding. 

Jason Webb, chair¬ 
man of the group, said: 
"Our aim is to preserve 
the history of Bottisham 
airfield and to honour 


the memory of all those 
who served there.” 

The open day will 
take place between 
10.30am and 4pm and 
will include re-enact¬ 
ment groups. The 
admission charge will 
be £3 for adults with 
children admitted free.

Mobile bin to be put 
out in knife amnesty 


A NEW bin where knives 
can be deposited with¬ 
out any questions being 
asked is being sited 
outside Mildenhall po¬ 
lice station. 

It will be the fourth perm¬ 
anent knife amnesty bin in 
Suffolk as part of the Bin A 
Blade campaign. 
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Since the year-long amnesty 
started on December 14, 1,972 
knives have been deposited 
anonymously in the first three 
secure bins outside Ipswich, 
Lowestoft and Bury St Ed¬ 
munds police stations. A 
further 264 knives have been 


placed in the two mobile bins 
in Haverhill and Leiston. 

A mobile bin will be placed 
at Newmarket police station 
this summer. 

All the deposited knives will 
be taken to Sackers Recycling 
in Great Blakenham, where 
they will be stored securely. At 
the end of the amnesty, Sackers 
will tip them all into their 
metal shredder to be safely 


disposed of. 

The Mildenhall bin, outside 
the town’s police station in 
Kingsway, will be launched 
tomorrow. 

Insp Neil Ireland, who heads 
the Forest Heath safer 
neighbourhood teams, said: 
“The bin at Mildenhall has 
been used for successful 
amnesties in the past and I 
hope local people will again 


deposit knives to support the 
latest campaign. We do not 
have a problem with knife 
crime in Forest Heath, or 
Suffolk as a whole, but by using 
the bin people in Mildenhall 
can do their bit to make it 
unacceptable to carry a knife.” 

The mobile bin will move 
from Haverhill police station to 
Stowmarket police station 
tomorrow.

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Tesco offers to help 
town centre traders 
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A SUPERMARKET chain has 
promised to help town centre 
shops if it gets permission to 
build a new store. 

Tesco and development partners, 
Oaks Business Park, have submitted a 
planning application for a new store at 
Newmarket to replace the existing one. 

The application has just been 
formally registered by Forest Heath 
District Council for public con¬ 
sultation. 

Tesco has already been involved in 
four months of talks with local 
councillors, planners and business 
groups. 

Newmarket’s Retailers’ Association 
has started a petition against the new 
store - which will be almost double the 
size of the existing one and is due to be 
built on the site of a neighbouring 
warehouse. 

The association is worried that it will 
draw shoppers away from the town 
centre and High Street. 

Louise Gosling, Tesco corporate 
affairs manager, said: “Since our public 
exhibition last November we have 
continued to develop and refine our 
proposals for replacing our store in 
Fordham Road. 

“The planning application for this is 
now with Forest Heath District Council 
who will open a period of further public 
consultation. We hope to get a decision 
on our plans by the summer.” 

A company spokesman said: “As part 
of its commitment to Newmarket, 
Tesco has confirmed its willingness to 
support and help promote the town 
centre. 

“This could involve a number of 
initiatives including Tesco’s in store 
Community Champion working closely 
with local businesses and community 
groups. The store would also offer to 
promote the town centre with free 
advertising, signage and a directory of 
high street businesses in its foyer.” 

Tesco says shoppers support the 
scheme and have welcomed the 
expansion of product lines to include 
more clothes and household goods. 

The new store is expected to provide 
up to 200 additional jobs.

Sainsbury’s protest gathers strength 


A THIRD protest against 
plans to open a mini¬ 
supermarket has been 
staged. 

Residents gathered out¬ 
side the Clean Machine 
launderette in Exning 
Road, Newmarket, to object 
to plans to convert it into a 
Sainsbury’s Local mini¬ 
store. 

Two previous protests 
have been held in the past 
month and hundreds of 
people have objected to the 


store chain’s application for 
a drinks licence from 6am 
to 11pm, as well as the 
planning application to 
convert the building. 

Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil has also objected to the 
plans. 

The residents have 
argued that the new store 
will increase traffic hazards 
and anti-social behaviour 
in the area. It is also likely 
to force the neighbouring 
Costcutter store to close, 


they claim, 

Louise Hamilton, of 
nearby Field Terrace Road, 
a spokeswoman for the 
campaign, said: “People 
have no objection to 
Sainsbury coming to 
Newmarket, but this is 
clearly the wrong site. 

“We are organising a 
coach so that residents can 
attend the licensing 
committee meeting in 
Mildenhall on April 13. 
People need to book their 


place at Costcutter by 
Friday, April 8. 

“We are really pleased 
that Newmarket Town 
Council has taken a look at 
this and voted against it. 

We hope that Forest Heath 
District Council will see 
sense on April 13.” 

Sainsbury’s, which has 
just opened a new store in 
Mildenhall, has argued that 
the store will be a benefit to 
the area and the town in 
general.

REVIEW: LADIES IN RETIREMENT 

NOMADS Kings Theatre, Newmarket, until Saturday 


BASED on a famous murder in France in 
the 1880s, Edward Percy and Reginald 
Denham’s Gothic work is the kind of thriller 
Agatha Christie might have written. 

Directed by John Mitchell, the story is 
set in an old farmhouse and concerns Ellen 
Creed, the housekeeper and companion to 
retired music hall actress Leonora, who is 
the sole support of two fairly eccentric 
older sisters, Louisa and Emily. 

Ellen hopes to persuade Leonora to let 
her sisters visit, with a view to having them 
move in, rather than have them stay in their 
shabby rooms in London. Their visit is not a 
success with Leonora, who in no uncertain 
terms wants them to leave. As one might 
imagine, things take a strange turn, with 
Ellen being dead-set on them staying, and 
dire consequences result. 

Angela Bishop takes the part of Ellen 
Creed and she handles this role excellently. 


It is good to see Rosemary Jolley again at 
The Kings Theatre, as Leonora. Teresa 
Baron and Alison Worthington as the 
sisters, Louisa and Emily, are brilliant. They 
are refreshingly child-like and complement 
each other very well. There are some good 
exchanges and they lighten the sombre 
mood, which this melodrama at times, 
generates. The same can be said for the 
pairing of Kathy Bullock as Lucy, the saucy 
maid, and Kris Camden as Leonora’s ne’er- 
do-well, nephew, Albert. The line-up is 
completed by Sister Theresa, from the 
convent, who is played by Gill Mottram and, 
as with all the characters, she has been 
well chosen for this part. 

One sometimes feels that the authors 
might have been a little more succinct, 
which might have made things easier for 
the actors. Even a few skillful cuts by the 
director would not have taken away the 
storyline, which is very intriguing. 

The stage set is of vital importance to 
this play and Wallace Wareham’s set 
design is noticeably first-rate.

£107k cash quest 
to save waste tip

A HOUSEHOLD waste 
site could be saved 
from closure if £107,000 
can be found to keep it 
open for six months. 

A protest march against the 
closure of the site in New¬ 
market will take place on 
Saturday. 

But Forest Heath District 
Council has been in talks with 
Suffolk County Council, 
which is closing the Depot 
Road site on May 9, in the 
hope of keeping it open in the 
short-term while efforts are 
made to find a permanent 
solution. 

The site is one of seven 
across Suffolk which are 
closing as part of £42 million 
cuts to be made by the county 
council this year. 

The town council has org¬ 
anised a protest march from 
Newmarket College to the site 
and is expecting represent¬ 
atives from nearby villages to 
join in. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst told a 
town council meeting on 
Monday that the district 
council had been told that it 
would cost £214,000 a year to 
run the site. 

He said: “We have asked 
the finance department to 
find £107,000 to keep it open 
for six months. 

“We’re having a meeting 
with the contractors to see if 
that’s feasible to do and if it is 
we’re hoping to take a 
proposal to the district 


council in April.” 

At the same time, the 
county council is examining 
proposals to make a charge 
for residents to tip rubbish 
and recycling items. 

A weekend clear-up of the 
town’s Studlands Park estate 
was carried out by 65 
residents and resulted in 78 
black bags full of rubbish 


being collected, together with 
a sofa and other bulky items. 

Cllr Michael Anderson, 
who represents the estate on 
the town council, said: “I 
thought it was a very good 
result for just a morning’s 
work but it makes you 
wonder what it will be like 
when the waste site is 
closed.” 


People taking part in 
Saturday’s march are asked to 
gather at the Newmarket 
College playground before 
11am, when the march is due 
to start. 

The protesters are due to 
walk to the waste site to show 
their support for keeping it 
open.

Police pledge on licensing crackdown 


POLICE and council 
staff have stopped 
drinks being served 
after licensing checks 
were carried out. 

One business in 
Newmarket, which 
police have refused to 
name, was told to stop 
“licensable activity” for 
the whole of Friday 
night on March 18 
after breaches of the 
licence were uncover¬ 
ed. 

It is understood that 
the business had to 
stop serving drinks and 
may have had to clear 
the premises after 


breaches of the licence 
were pointed out. The 
breaches were later 
rectified. 

Other licensing iss¬ 
ues were uncovered at 
premises in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

The operation was 
carried out by Suffolk 
Constabulary, St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough 
Council and Forest 
Heath District Council. 

They inspected eight 
premises and found 
breaches at four in 
Bury St Edmunds and 
one in Newmarket. 

The Newmarket 


business was inspected 
again on Sunday and 
was found to have 
rectified the problems. 

Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary’s licensing insp¬ 
ector, Becky Kidd- 
Stanton, said: “We 
work closely with lic¬ 
ensed premises across 
the county to ensure 
they are responsibly 
managed for the safety 
of their customers. 

“Everyone should be 
able to enjoy a safe 
night out in Suffolk, 
and people living near 
pubs and clubs should 
be able to feel safe in 


their homes and not be 
disturbed. 

“The conditions of 
each licence vary but 
cover things like CCTV 
provision, door staff, 
noise levels, capacity, 
proof of age and 
opening times, and are 
put in place for the 
prevention of crime 
and disorder and 
public safety. 

“We will continue to 
work with managers 
and licensees to ensure 
their licence terms are 
met, and anyone fail¬ 
ing to comply can 
expect to be closed 


down. 

“Following Friday’s 
checks more work will 
be carried out with 
those premises that 
breached their licence 
requirements, and we 
will carry out further 
visits to maintain 
standards at those 
pubs and clubs that are 
being run within the 
law.” 

A Forest Heath Dist¬ 
rict Council spokes¬ 
man said: “It was a 
valuable exercise and 
highlighted the ad¬ 
vantages of working in 
close partnership.”

“There he had a couple of pints in a 
short space of time and once the 
apprentice had dropped him back at his 
own van, he foolishly drove it. 

“As he was driving, an articulated 
lorry came towards him on his side of 
the road and he swerved to avoid it, 
hitting the wall. 

“He made full and frank admissions 
with police.” 

Redford was disqualified from driving 
for 12 months and was fined £646. 

He was also ordered to pay £85 court 
costs and £15 victim surcharge.

Van driver is sought by 
murder hunt detectives 


DETECTIVES investig¬ 
ating the double murder 
at Willow Park are con¬ 
tinuing to seek a van 
driver in connection with 
the inquiry. 

Officers spoke to 500 people 
in two stop-checks to coincide 
with a week after the shootings. 

Detectives heard about the 
van after house-to-house 
inquiries near the site at Beck 
Row. 

Senior investigating officer, 
Det Supt Julian Gregory, said: 
“At this stage, we don’t know 
whether the van is linked to the 
shootings or if it is unrelated, so 
we are looking to trace and 
identify the driver in order to 
eliminate them from our 
investigation. 

“We would urge the driver, 
anyone who saw it or anyone 
who knows about it to step 
forward and contact us.” 

During last Tuesday evening 
and Wednesday morning, 
officers carried out checks in 
Beck Row asking drivers if they 
saw anything suspicious at 
around the time of the murders. 

Det Supt Gregory said: “We’re 
grateful to all those who took 
time out to speak to us and 
apologise for any inconven¬ 
ience we caused by delaying 
them and others who were in

the area. We have found the 
results from the questionnaires 
and conversations very useful 
and further lines of enquiry 
have now been identified, 
which we will now pursue with 
vigour.” 

The bodies of David Castell, 

29, and Shane Hill, 20, both 
from Southend, Essex, were 
found after officers were called 
to the site at around 10.30pm 
on Tuesday, March 15. 

Mr Castell’s body was found 
in a burning car. 

Specialist teams have been 
searching the travellers’ site and 
its surrounding area. A number 
of firearms have been recovered 
but it is yet uncertain whether 
they are connected to the 
murders. 

Two men, aged 38 and 28 
and from the Mildenhall area, 
are currently on police bail until 
April and May respectively after 
having been arrested in 
connection with the murders.

THE long-serving leader of a 
club used by Newmarket's 
racing community is retiring 
in May 

Ron Wallwork, who won a gold 
medal for the 20-mile walk in the 
1966 Commonwealth Games, has 
been at the helm of the New Astley 
Club since it opened on its current 
site in June, 1975. 

He said: “I’ve been cutting back 
over the last two or three years and 
I shall be 70 when I go. 

“I’ve got the trustees to agree a 
strategic review to look at where 
the club is going. 

“When I first came here you 
could count the number of girls in 
racing on one hand and similarly 
for overseas workers - now they’re 
the norm. 

“I’ve also seen the change to 
racing seven days a week and more 
evening racing. But some things 
have got better - like accomm¬ 
odation for the lads and lasses. 

“It’s a little bit sad but also 
inevitable that things have to move 
on.” 

Mr Wallwork, who was awarded 
the MBE for his work at the club, 
will continue to live in Moulton. 

The club is seeking a community 
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development director to replace 
him. 

Mark Tompkins, an Astley Club 
trustee and chairman of the 
Newmarket Trainers’ Federation, 
said: “Ron has been an outstanding 
leader of the Astley and had the 
drive to implement the changes 
that were needed in the 1970s. 

“Newmarket and racing has 
changed a lot in recent years and 
we hope to recruit someone with a 
similar drive and modernising 
vision for 2011, like Ron showed in 
the 70s and 80s.” 

The Rev Graham Locking, horse¬ 
racing chaplain and a trustee of the 
club, said: “The racing community 
in Newmarket has seen so many 
changes in the past few years and 
we need to make sure that what we 
do at the Astley is relevant to 
today’s people, while not forgetting 
the loyal membership that has 
grown up over the years. 

“We hope that those who work in 
racing and their families look upon 
the Astley as a community hub 
rather than just a social club.”

Phone hack query on Holly and Jessica’s parents 


THE parents of murdered 
Soham schoolgirls Holly Wells 
and Jessica Chapman may 
have been targeted in the 
phone hacking scandal, an MP 
has revealed. 

The families were mentioned 
during a Commons Culture, 
Media and Sport Select 
Committee meeting into 
alleged phone hacking by 
News International journalists. 

During the debate on Thurs¬ 


day, Birmingham MP Tom 
Watson questioned Acting 
Deputy Commissioner John 
Yates on the ongoing police 
investigation. 

Mr Watson suggested that 
the names of the schoolgirls’ 
parents appeared on a list of 
people whose phone 
voicemails were targeted by 
private investigators. 

Holly’s father, Kevin Wells, 
has revealed that officers are 


“keeping him informed” about 
the investigation. 

He said: “The police are 
keeping us informed but we are 
maintaining ‘no comment’ 
across the board.” 

On Thursday, Mr Yates 
answered “serious allegations” 
that the Metropolitan Police 
had failed to fully investigate 
phone hacking claims. 

Mr Watson referred to private 


investigator Glenn Mulcaire, 
who was jailed for six months 
for plotting to intercept voice- 
mail messages left for royal 
aides. 

He asked Mr Yates: “If it 
transpires from the review of 
the Mulcaire evidence that. . . 
Mulcaire was instructed to 
hack the phones of family 
members of the children that 
were killed at Soham, would 
that warrant an adequate use 


of police resources to 
investigate?” 

Mr Yates, who is not involved 
in the new inquiry, said he was 
unaware of the claims but 
believes claims they appeared 
on a list should be investigated. 

A spokesman for News 
International has denied the 
claim and said: “We are not 
aware of any evidence to 
support this allegation.”

THE drugs do work in Neil 
Burger’s visually arresting 
morality tale, set on the bustling 
streets of New York. 

However, narcotic nirvana 
comes at a price. 

According to popular myth, 
humans only use 10 to 20 per 
cent of their total brain power - a 
startling statistic without any 
grounding in scientific fact. 
Imagine the huge leaps and 
bounds that could be achieved 
in science and the arts if we 
could somehow energise those 
supposedly dormant synapses. 
The answers to the universe’s 
great mysteries could be 
resolved in the blink of an eye. 
Alan Glynn’s debut novel, The 
Dark Fields, invented a fictitious 
wonder drug that could do just 
that - reboot the brain - and 
imagined the repercussions for 
an avaricious modern society. 
Screenwriter Leslie Dixon adapts 
the book to the big screen as an

First-time buyers fuel the market - and the tank has run low 


THERE is something odd going on 
with the ageing process. We all know 
that as we get older, policemen look 
younger. But ask an estate agent 
about first-time buyers and he or she 
will tell you that nowadays these are 
definitely looking older. 

Twenty years ago, many young 
people would leave school to enter a 
vocational career or occupation that 
didn’t require a university education. 
Within four or five years, when still in 
their early 20s, many of these were 
on the first rung of the property 
ownership ladder. This set in place 
the foundation of future wealth 
generated though the capital 
appreciation of their property asset. 

Today all that has changed. Gap

years, university, student debt, 
establishing a career - often 
including an early period of 
unemployment - and time spent 
building up a substantial mortgage 
deposit means many school leavers 


now cannot realistically expect to 
purchase their first property until 
they’re in their late 20s or even well 
into their 30s. 

This may be good for the rental 
sector but not quite so good for 
parents - to whose bosom offspring 
are often forced to return. But sadly, 
school leavers of today may not be 
able to build up a substantial equity 
that will help them in later years. 

What does this mean for young 
people of today and tomorrow who 
want early entry into the property 
market? Many will hope that the 
education system will swing back to 
some extent and provide a viable 
route to a rewarding vocational 
career. Otherwise, the only 


alternative seems to be obtaining a 
good degree and then securing a 
well-paid job in an investment bank 
or corporate law firm that pays a 
huge bonus every year. 

Mr Osborne’s Budget does at 
least nod in the direction of this 
problem. His measure to assist 
10,000 first-time buyers with a £250 
million shared-equity scheme to help 
with the purchase of new homes will 
be welcomed. But this is only 
scratching the surface of the 
problem. Reforms to encourage 
young people into rewarding 
vocational training and 
apprenticeships may have much 
longer-term benefits to the property 
market. 


The road we are on to a more 
buoyant property market is a 
challenging one. The economy, 
national confidence, rising cost of 
living, unemployment, difficult 
lenders and the looming spectre of 
interest rate rises will have to be 
overcome. Plus we must remember 
that time will have to elapse while 
this new order of first-time buyers 
works its way through the education 
and initial career-establishing years. 

First-time buyers are the fuel that 
drives the property market. At the 
moment there is not much in the 
tank. It could be that first-timers will 
have to be a little older before 
existing property owners become a 
little wealthier.

THE insurance indus¬ 
try is still adjusting to 
the presence of 
electric cars on the 
UK’s roads - that’s the 
conclusion from a 
The Green Car Web¬ 
site investigation. 

Some new electric car 
owners will find it 
difficult getting quotes to 
insure their new greener 
form of transport, while 
others maybe shocked at 
the cost. 

In investigating how 
ready car insurance firms 
and their websites are for 
electric cars, the leading 
green car guide found 
that, as the first electric 
car models make their 
first UK deliveries, just 
two of the four biggest 
price-comparison 
websites are able to 


quote for such cars. 

Attempting to get 
quotes from the web¬ 
sites, the investigation 
revealed that two of the 
websites’ forms required 
a confirmation of 
whether the car was pet¬ 
rol or diesel and 
requested engine size in 
litres. 

Ten of the biggest 
insurance companies 
and brokers in the UK 
were also approached 
both on the phone and 
through their websites. 

Again, six of these 
companies could not 
quote for electric cars via 
their websites, of these; 
two didn’t list some of the 
biggest names in the 
electric car market 
(Nissan Leaf, Peugeot 
iOn and Mitsubishi i- 
MiEV), while the other 


four listed these cars but 
required confirmation as 
to whether they were 
diesel or petrol models. 

When these six were 
approached via the 
phone, just two were able 
to give telephone quotes 
to make amends for their 
websites, the others 
either required a vehicle 
registration or couldn’t 
deal with the request at 
all. 

Using a driver profile 
of a 27 year old female, 
with a clean driving 
licence held for five years 
and with a three years 
no-claims discount, 
those insurers able to 
quote for electric car 
were tested for their best 
price for comprehensive 
insurance with a £100 
excess for models such as 
the Nissan Leaf, which 


makes its first UK 
deliveries this week. 

Price varied wildly, 
from over £12,000 from 
the very worst price via a 
price comparison web¬ 
site to insure a Mitsu¬ 
bishi i-MiEV, while the 
worst quote for the Leaf 
came to £3,499. 

Best price via our top 
10 insurance companies 
on the Leaf was £876.89 
and for the Mitsubishi i- 
MiEV it was £763.83. The 
Peugeot iOn’s best quote 
was £832.73. All three 
prices came from just 
one of the top 10 - 
Admiral. 

However the very best 
prices came from a small, 
specialist - Plugin 
sure.co.uk - who quoted 
£658 to insure the i-MiEV 
or iOn and £691.17 to 
insure the Leaf.

Prescott fears for Hooray Guineas bid 



SIR Mark Prescott remains unconvinced 
about Hooray’s chances in the Qipco 1000 
Guineas, revealing a cluster of concerns on 
Tuesday. 

And his fellow Newmarket trainer David 
Simcock has warned he may have to 
consider an alternative 2000 Guineas for his 
great hope, Dream Ahead, if the ground is 
too fast. 

After Hooray won a succession of top 
races last season, culminating in a four- 
and-a-half-length victory in the Group One 
Cheveley Park Stakes, Prescott dropped 
heavy hints she would be unlikely to have 
the scope to make a serious three-year-old. 

He intends to get her to the Classic at 
Newmarket on May 1, but his words were 
not exactly encouraging. 

“It’s an interesting equation really,” said 
Prescott. “She was the best filly seen all year 
and, on ratings, was 21b above the rest. 

“The drawback is she just hasn’t grown 
-she’s the same size. Her family very often 
don’t train on, and I’ve had quite a few of 
them. And she hasn’t particularly thrived as 
I have started to work her now. 

“The main thing for all trainers this time 
of year, with trying to get them ready, is 
whether they eat and she is not eating as 
well as I’d like at the moment. 

“So whether she gets there or not, I don’t 
know. But we’d like to try and whether she 
stays, I don’t know. So we’ve got the best 
animal, but you’ve got all these little bits 
and pieces. 

“I’ve got to hope, rather as fohn Gosden 
once said, that the Guineas is the last two- 
year-old race of the year and I was the best 
two-year-old, so that’s the hope.” 

Simcock’s first preference is the home 
Classic on April 30, sponsored for the first 
time by the Qatari investment group Qipco, 
but an overseas trip is a possibility. 

“I really want to run in the English 2000 
but if things are not right, ie the ground, 
there are two other options, the French and 
Irish Guineas,” he said. 

“I’d like to see some rain here, and if it

comes up the fast side of good then that’s a 
no-no. It’s been a very dry March so we’ll 
have to wait and see.” 

Dream Ahead gave the upwardly mobile 
Simcock the first Group One wins of his 
career in the Prix Morny and Middle Park 
Stakes before he produced a run far short of 
his best in the Dewhurst Stakes, trailing 
home fifth of six behind Frankel. 

The Diktat colt looked on good terms 
with himself in a piece of routine work up 
the Warren Hill gallops on Tuesday and 
Simcock is once again full of optimism. 


“Physically he has done fantastically,” he 
said. “He’s a long horse and he has certainly 
filled his frame. He’s very laid-back in his 
work and we have always felt the step up to 
seven furlongs would be fine. 

“He gives the impression he will stay a 
mile and we have trained him with that in 
mind. If he is a sprinter, so be it. 

“We’ve decided not to give him a 
prep-run, because of the amount he puts 
into his races, so the longer between runs 
the better.” 


THERE have been plenty of 
other moments in his career 
when Henry Cecil has 
experienced the unpredictable 
nature of horse racing, but he 
hardly looked prepared for the 
disappointment of Twice 
Over’s run in Saturday’s Dubai 
World Cup. 

As the horse was led around 
by his tearful lad, Cecil was 
utterly crestfallen and unable 
to fathom why he had failed 
to leave an impact on the 
world’s richest race for the 
second year running.
